The nnme that 
the immigrant has brought with It is 
reminiscent of one of the majjlc attri- 
butes with which it Is accredited in the 
Old world, where sprigs of It are 
nailed Inside the pig troughs so that 
the swine may profit by the magical 
virtue* which It imparts to their food.
